VIEWPOINT : "GRAMMER AND SPELING" - Mike Dean WUFOS 

The first main contact most people make with up-to 
date Ufology is through the magazine/newsletter of a UFO group 0 
It is often this which acts as a press release to local radio 
stations,newspapers etc.With such a wide audience why do UFO 
groups when they produce a newsletter totally ignore the grammar 
and spelling of the English language? This may seem a pointless 
grouse,but bad punctuation can"give a sentence an entirely 
different meaning,which could be misinterpreted by a newspaper 
with unfortunate consequences. 

Even NUEON News suffers from this;indeed tHere are only 
three UFO magazines I can think of which are reasonably frea from 
this:FSR, 3 UFORA. JOURNAL and SKYLINE. I am not boasting av.out 
Skylink - and many UFO magazines would improve if they followed . 
our guidelines:- 

a) Always check spelling (a 50p investment in a dictionary is well 
^ worthwhile),and use ENGLISH.not American spellings; 

b) Invest in.a bottle of stencil correcting fluid.lt saves a lot 
of vother if you moke a‘ mistake. 

c) Get _a second person to check^stenoils when complete.lt only 
-takes 5 ”lCndns and leads to better overall presentation. 

d) Use grammar properly .Make sure you-cl)se brackets.Commas are 
there as a mental breath when reading, and should separate 
clauses.Some editors could do with borrowing a grammar book? 
from their local library. 

“ Remember your magazines is a representative of Ufology 
to the public. If they cannot make sentences out or have to 
decipher an article they just won’t bother.Let’s see on 
improvement - PLEASE!!
